Commerce and the South Arkansas 
Chamber of Commerce, in an address 
before thc Hope Rotary club Friday 
non at Hotel Barlow. 


"For 95 years Arkansas farmed for 


a living, and her agriculture £r°w 
poorer and poorer," said Mr. Ellison. 
"In recent years 11,380 farms have 
ben abandoned in this state. Six hun- 
dred and eighteen of them were in 
my home county. Ouachita. 


Cnindcn's Industry 


"Five years ago thc business men of 


Camden determined to do something 
to check this decline. They reached 
out after industry. When it wouldn't 
move of its own accord, they helped 
to finance it. 


"Today thc City of Camden has 10 


factories employing 1,500 persons, with 
• •>' .annual .pny roll of S2.400.000. 


"And such a new market for agri- 


cultural products has been developed 
by this industrial activity that 217 of 
these 618 abandoned Ouachita county 
farms have gone back into business

The great mill of the International 


Paper company, at Camden uses 400 
.cords of wood a day, Mr. Ellison said, 
turning this into 160 to ISO tons of 
kraft paper daily. 


Room For Paper Mills 


"With 250,000 acres of cut-over land, 


this mill has a perpetual cut." he said. 
"That moans we have here in South 
Arkansas sufficient materials for 35 
such giant mills—or 9,000,000 acres of 
cut-over land. 


"I would call to your attention the 


t. fact that wo are approaching u crisis 


in /^'ansas. Eeither we must cut 
down our state and county /'i.vcrn- 
mental expenses, and reduce the cost 
of the public schools, or we must g'> 
out and get industry of the type which 
will prosper in this section and will 
help us bear the load of taxation— 
and the sooner we bring in this indus- 
try the better. 


"How foolish of us to spend $0 000 


to $10,000 educating our young men' 
and women and then see 1,500 of them 
leave Arkansas every year in search 
at opportunity in the North and East. 
We need to import that industry which 
will afford profesisonal fields for our 
educated boys and girls, instead of 
driving them away with an agricul- 
tural business which has been out- 
moded and has been on the decline 
these many years. 


More Loyalty Needed 


"Arkansas also neds more 
home 


pride, home loyalty, if you please. 
Camden has a furniture plant which 
employs 151 persons and ha sorders 
now on hand to keep it running at 
full blast to August 15 if no more or- 
ders come in. But only recently we 
placed some Camden furniture along- 
side some High Point (N. C.) furni- 
ture in a great Little Rock department 
store, each set of furniture tagged 


' with its manufacturing city. The first 


day the store sold 14 suites of the 
North Carolina furniture and only 2 
of the Camden product. Next day the 
tags were reversed. 
;and Arkansas 


people bought 13 suites of their own 
product under a North Carolina lablc. 
and only one of the North Carolina 
product, which was labeled "made in 
Arkansas." 


"Why 
Simply because we don't 


want to buy at home. We'd rather 
pay the freight on Ihe oilier fellow's 
product."

reached an agreement 'with 24 em- 
ployes of thc company who went on.a 
strike for higher wages. 


Mr. Parlier said he had agreed with 


the men, all laborers, on a wage scale 
of 22 1-2 cents an hour. The 24 men, 
residents of this vicinity, had received 
20 cents an hour and struck for 25 
cents. Work will be resumed Friday 
the superintendent said. 


Shortly after the 24 stopped work 


at 8 Thursday morning, the company 
secured men from Fayctteville to take 
their places, but the latter group was 
persuaded by the strikers to leave. 
No act of violence was committed. 


The Hurtman-Clark Company, with 


headquarters in Peoria, 111., is engaged 
in paving state Highway No. 71 under 
a contract from the Highway Depart- 
ment. The work has progressed to a 
point just outside the city limits. 


The strikers charged other work- 


ers from out o/ the state were receiv- 
ing more pay than they.

MERGERS TO VOTE 


All School Districts Will 


Operate Alike After 


This Election 


Saturday is the date for the annual 


school elections throughout the coun- 
ty and state. The elections will be 
held under the new lav/ enacted by 
the last legislature, which makes a 
number of changes, some of the most 
important" of which are noted below: 


Voting 8 a. m. to 6 p. m. 


The polls will open at 8 a. m. and 


close at 6 p. m. at places destignated 
by the County Board of Education. 


All boards must have six members. 


Those already having six will elect to 
fill expired terms as heretofore. Those 
now having three must elect six, for 
in such cases no member of the pres- 
ent board holds over. 


Under the new law all districts will 


operate alike, there being no special 
districts except in towns or cities with 
2,500 propulation or more. 


Must Prepare Budget 


All boards must by June 1 submit 


a budget of next school year's con- 
templated expenditures to the county 
superintendent for his approval, and 
expenditures must not exceed the 
budget. An estimate has already been 
made and published specifying the 
missage that should be voted by cacl 
district. 


Where names have not been placed 


<on the ballo^ as required by petition 
the voter's may write names on'"when 
voting.

States Court of Appeals Friday held 
that the Government does not have 
authority to subject property to flood- 
way damage without compensation.

Britain has nothing to compare to the 
1-russee. France and Italy, each al- 
lowed two 23,333-ton cruisers under 
the recent agreement, may develop 
something its equal, but thc superior 
tonnage will make the French and 
Italian ships twice the targets.

Suspect Held In 


Lepanto Murder 


Claiborne Henderson Is 


Bound Over to Grand 


Jury After Killing. 


LAPANTO, Ark.—(#>)—After a pre- 
liminary hearing Thursday, Claiborne 
Henderson, 23, was held to the Grand 
Jury on a charge of murder for the 
slaying and attempted creamation of 
John Frisby, 63-year-old merchant, 
in his store here last Wednesday. 


Henderson was ordered held to the 


Grand Jury without bond, but his at- 
torney indicated he would seek a ha- 
beas corpus hearing. The next.CJrand 
Jury meets in September. 


Frisby was killed with a blunt in- 


strument about midnight while he 
knelt in front of his safe. His body 
was discovered after two negroes had 
gone to the store and saw a fire in- 
side. Breaking open a door, officers 
found the body on a pile of burning 
paper and excelsior. They expressed 
belief his assailant had become fright- 
ened and attempted to burn the body 
in an effort to hide the crime. 


The only clue found was peculiar 


tire tracks in an alley at the rear. 
Henderson was arrested the next day 
when officers discovered 
an auto- 


mobile he was driving had tires which 
correspondece to the tracks. He de- 
nied he kne wanything of the slaying, 
but admitted he was in the alley. 


At the 
hearing 
Thursday, Alvin 


Shelton testified he saw Henderson 
making a "billy" out of* a 
broom 


handle similar to one found near 
Frisby's body. The broom handle had 
been hollowed out and lead poured 
in. Officers testified clothes Hender- 
son was wearing the night Frisby was 
killed had dark stains, believed to be 
bloodstains.

All stages of torment is the delight 


of M. Naltini's brush and he has 
very successfully depicted the most 
gruesome .scenes of Dante's imagina- 
tion with acadamic reading and real- 
ism. 


In order to get just the exact pro- 


portions and utter realism into his co- 
lossal work, the artist spent many 
months in studying the attitudes of 
coal-heavers and dock workers, strip- 
ped to the waist and disfigured by 
grime and sweat. Critics are pretty 
much agreed that Nattini follows no 
particular school of painting, and that 
his work gives evidence of isolated and 
individual aesthetic research.
